For 
instance, what on earth does he mean

bayonet putting an end to your 
powers of creating mischief,’’ etc. 
What does ‘‘designedly’? mean, and 
one would naturally think the man 
with a bayonet would be more not 
less dangerous. 

He says war is a “‘bunco’’ game— 
perhaps some readers may know 
what that is. Personally, I cai 
only deplore that anyone should con- 
sider war as a game of any kind. 
He says it is not to be entertained 
seriously, and further on that it 
is tomfollery, and so on. 

That war is a terrible evil and that 
it entails a fearful economic waste, 
‘as well as an awful amount of hum- 
an suffering, all sensible people 
realize. But there is another side 
even to this question, whi-h is hap- 
pily not easily seen. For instance, 
it may be remarked that war is 
goint on all the time and = some- 
times actual fighting is the begin- 
nng of the ecd of war, as was the 
case in the Boer war. 

However, I am no advocate for 
war, only for common sense ; and in 
this article the underlying fallacy 
appears to be that the writer has 
a delusion that there is~ somcour 
who wants war. And the whole 
arti le is a-beggine of the question 
as to whether or not there is now 

a danger of war, and a denial hy on> 
tie prete ‘ds to superior wisdom of 
the generally accepted fact that the 
best way to preserve peace is to be 
strong, and that the British fleet 
has been for years the prin‘ipal agent 
in preserving the peace of the world. 
Thore is also the assumption that 
all statesmen are cither fools = or 
corrupt. Liberal newspapers or edi- 
tors alone wise and upright. 

Finally the last sentence is almost

EaHoe of the worst abuse of privi- 
lege in this country—the giving of 
public office and pay to incompetents 
as a reward for party services.

_ Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a quater 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. The applicant must appear in 


{person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 


cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of three years. A homesteader 


may live within nine miles of his 


homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres, Solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homestcader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.-Musi: reside upon the 
homestead or pre-emption six months 
in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to carn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
trivts. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
—Must reside six months in each of 
three yours, cultivate fifty acres and 
srect a house worth $300.00.

PARCEL POST SYSTEM. 

The News was pleased to 
that there is every prospect of the 
Borden government introducing the 
parcel post system at an carly day. 
{n facet, one of the ministers ad- 
mitted a few days ago that the gov- 
-rnment had the question under con- 
sideration at the present time. No 
measure could be of greater service 
to the people of the west who, in 
many instances, live far from town 
and near small post offices, where 
they could have parcels sent to 
them through the rail. 

The system was inaugurated in the 
United States on January first, and 
is received with pleasure everywhere. 

The Ottawa Citizen says + Envy is 
not to be condoned, but it was al- 
most impossible not to feel a touch 
oi it when one read in the C:fnadian 
papers yesterday that on New Year's 
eve, at the stroke of twelve that 
sounded the incoming of a new 
year, every postoffice in the United 
States wus thrown open to tender 
the people the convenience and profit 
of the parcel post. And while today 
the privilege is being taken advantage 
of everywhere in the Republic, Cana- 
da remains paying the same high 
charges on parcel carrying, though 
possessing exacting the same facili- 
dies that are being put to such ex- 
cellent and advantageous use in the 
country to the south. And the worst 
of it is that Canada is practically 
the only country in the year of en- 
lizhtment, 1913, that has not hdd 
the wisdom to establish the- parcel 
post. All the others have had sense 
enough to see the greatness of ad- 

vantage to be derived, and enterprise 
enough to push the matter to a gstic- 
cossful issue, 

No country needs the parcel post 
more than Canada. There are thous] 
ands of Canadians who are far dis- 
tant from shopping centres, and who 
have to pu’ up with very poor ac- 
commodations in such matters, or 
else pay high charges that render the 
‘purchase beyond their means. Yet to 
these people a system of constant 
communication has already been es- 
tablished. The whole country has 
been networked by the postal de- 
partment, with the rural territory 
reached by team or stage, which 
could just as well carry parcels as 


learn 


well. ° There would he no duplica- 
tion, and only a moderate increase 
ol help. To refuse to utilize the 


postal system for this valuable ex- 
tension of service is to do a serious 
wrong to ‘those to whom it would 
mean so much. Hence, at the  be- 
ginning of this new year, it may be 
suggested to Premier Borden that 
one most Valuable achievement to be 
catalogued anne the aims of the 
year be the establishment of the par- 
col post in Canada.

Disastrous f Edmanton fire 


A most disastrous fire occurred in 
Edrronton on Thursday last, when 
the premises of the Consolidated 
Rubber Company, Brackman-Kerr, 
and Lachambre Bloch were totally 
destroyed by what was believed to 
be the worst fire in) Kdmonton’s 
history. The damage is estimated to 
be over $250,000. The fire commenc-

A number of Italians who 
were living in the boarding house 
next the Brackman-Ker building were 
told of the danger, and got out, but 
one of them insisted in trying to 
save some personal effects, and was 
doing so when the five storey wall 
fell, burying him in the debris. Two 
bodies have been recovered by’ the 
rescue party, burned in a terrible 
manner. One is supposed to be an 
Italian, and the other has been 
identified by the Rev. D. Sharp as 
that. of Sid Davis who had gone in- 
to the building to warm his hands.

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WN, CVILIZATION 
“AFTER 28 YEAS 


Hudson Bay Company Manager Pre- 
fers the Solitary North 
to Modern City 


After twenty-eight years’ continuous 
service at Fort Good Hope, where he 
{s manager of the Hudson's Bay com- 
pany’s trading post, F. C. Gaudette 
came out of the wilderness to get a 


glimpse of the civilization, electricity, 
the automobile, the modern store and 
office buildings, the luxury of modern 
transportation and the hustle and bus- 
tle of business, The journey from 
Good Hope to Edmonton occupied 
seven weeks. . 

While in Edmonton Mr. Gaudette 
said it was only .te see the modern 
world, not to abide in it, that he came 
south, adding: “@nce the spirit of the 
north has entered into a man’s being 
there is no shaking it off. I shall go 
back to Fort Good Hope. I would 
rather live on Mackenzie river than 
in a modern city.” 

There has been little or no change 
din the ways of the far north since Mr. 
Gaudette entered it 28 years ago, Al- 
though the banks of the Mackenzie 
are lined with coal, which has been 
burning since the days of Mackenzie 
who gave his name to the gigantic 
river, wulthough {it is’ teeming with 
mineral wealth, as yet it has scarcely 
been visited by the prospector. For 
many years to come it promises to re- 
main a virgin land. 


A Lonely Place 


“Only a few tourists pass out’ that 
way occasionally,” said Mr. Gaudette. 


“They go right through, and seldom 
stop at the Hudson Bay post. Our life 
up there is ‘as solitary as ever it 


Was.” 

Fort Good Hope is situated on the 
Mackenzie river, several miles above 
the Ramparts and at 4he mouth of the 
Hare Indien river. It is within 14 
miles of the Arctic circle. in the en- 
tlre Mackenzie basin there are not 
more than 150 white people.” 

Mr. Gaudette savs {t seldom gets 
colder than 45 degrees below zero at 
his post, and potatoes, cauliflowers, 
carrots and nearly all otner garden 
sroducts grow quite well in the Mac- 
Kenzie basin. The people there have 
u@er tried farming in the sense of 
growing grain because there was no 
occasion to do so. However, Mr. Gau- 
dette feels confident that a good qual- 
ity of wheat might be raised. 

The summer season {s not long, but 
quite long enough to grow ordinary 
produce. There is very little timber 
in the district und what there is, is of 
a stunted nature. 


Lots of Indians 


There are a large number of Indians 
in the neighborhood of Fort Good 
Hope, but they do not catch as much 
fur as they did twenty years ago. 
The decrease in the fur catch is not 
because there ure fewer animals than 
formerly but because the Indians are 
Jess active. They are not as good 
trappers as their sires. 

Mr. Gaudette added that a large 
number of the Chippewyan Indians in 
the Fort Resolution district are living 
industrious lives, and that they have 
taken kindly in many instances to the 
ways of the white man. While most 
of the company’s trapping is done by 
Indians, in their homes the Chippe- 
wyan women make the clothing for 
their families, some using sewing ma- 
j chines. The gramaphone has invaded 
; the north and become one of the luxu- 
| ries of Indian life. Log houses with 
shingle roofs are the order of the day 
and steel shingles are used in some 
instances to keep out the rain. The 
houses are lighted with oil lamps. 

The Dog Rib Indians on the other 
‘hand, who live to-day in the primi- 
; tive manner of their forefathers are 

under-sized people and it will be a 
matter of a few years before tho tribe 
bacomes extinct

Of course Western Canada is young 
yet, and it takes time as well as 
vapital to establish enough stone 
yuarries, factories and the like to 
build all our houses, sewers, and 
other municipal requirements.

One or two 
stone companies have claims at 
present, ‘but: they are composed most- 
ly of speculators rather than prac- 
tical stone mon. Throughout West- 
rn Canada, however, almost unheard 
of chances exist for the nining = of 
stone, and near Entwistle, as an ex- 
ample, the best grades of sandstone 
tre to be Found in such advantageous 
positions that it might easily be 
quarried. 


The market for stone in Western 

\‘anada is a dead certainty and the 
‘ighest prices could be obtained in 
ll of the leading cities for building 
yurposes, which fact, when the tre- 
mendous xmount of building opera- 
‘ions is remembered, should leave no 
“ertainty as to the fortunes awaiting 
he prattical stone man ia the 
Prairie Provinces. 

“ven more tangible than this op- 
sortunity is the one found in the 
making of brick and vitrified pro- 
lucts. This year one city in ¥ stern 
‘anada alone will spend over one 
mTion dollars in the extension o 
its water and sewer syste, yet all 
of the sewer pipe used in this work 
will be brought in from Minnesota 
nd Ohio, the freight rate on which 
vill approximate one-half of the cost 
4 the material. 

Notwithstanding this tremendous 
importation of sewer pipes, the gla-
